The Philiſtines 
ther rogether to offer ſacrifice to Dagon their 
od, and Samſon is brought to make them ſport, 
. whoſe hair bei own, and his ſtrengthin a great 
meaſure reſtored, he takes hold of the two chief 
Pillars whereon the houſe ſtood (wherein were the 
Princes of the Philiſtines, and a great multitude of 
People) and pulls down the houſe, killing more 
men at his death than he did in all his life-time. 
So he died, having judged Iſrael in the days of the 
Philiſtines 20 years. | 
The Iſraelites take up Arms againſt the Phili- 
ſtines, but with very ill ſucceſs, for they loſe 4000 
men in one battle. Then they ſend for the Ark 
of the Covenant from Shiloh, and cauſe it to be 
brought into the Camp. The Phihiſtines ſeeing now 
all lie at ſtake, encourage one another to behave 
chemſelves like men that day, and ſo falling on, 
they ſlay of the Iſraelites 30000 men. The Ark

in his wrath, to wit, Saul the ſon of Kiſh, after 
8amuel had Ir Ifrael 21 years. Saul is priva- 
tely anointed by Samuel, and afterward publickly 
roclaim'd. King at Mizpeh. About a month after 
Fabelh-Gilead is beſieged by Naaſh King of the 
Amorites, and the fiege raiſed by Saul; whereupon 
the whole congregation of Iſrael coming together 
at Silgal, again proclaim Saul King,

David having Saul twice in his power, forbears 

_ to hurt him, g 

David fearing he may ſome time or other fall 
into the hands of Saul, flies to Gath unto King 
Achiſh, carrying with him 600 men, and having 
obtain'd of him the Town of Ziklag to dwell in, 
he continueth one year and four months in the land 
of the. Philiſtines, from whence he invadeth the 
countries of the Geſhurites, Gezerites, and Amale- 
kites, and puts to the ſword all, both men and 
women, not leaving one alive to carry the news 
thereof to King Achiſh. 

Achiſh purpoſing to make war upon the Ifraeli- xxviII. 
tes, takes David along with him in that expedition, 
to whom whilſt he is upon his march with his 600 x Chron, 
men, repair a great many others of the tribe of x11, 
Manaſles, and joyn with him,

W the wickedneſs of time, and the blindneſs of the former age hath been ſuch, that all things 
altogether have been abuſed and corrupted, ſo that the very right Names of divers of the holy Men 
named in Scriptures have been bee and now ſeem ſtrange unto us, andthe Names of divers of infants 
that ſhould ever have ſome godly advertiſements in them, and ſhould be memorials and marks of the children 
of God received into his houſhold, have been hereby alſo changed and made the ſigns and badges of idolatrie 
and heatheniſh impiety, we have now ſet forth this Table of the Names that be moſt uſed in the Old 
Teſtament, with their interpretation, as the Hebrew importeth, partly to call back the godly from the a- 
buſe, when they ſhall know the true Names of the godly Fathers, and what they ſignifie, that their chil- 
dren now-named after them, may have teſtimonies by their very names, that they are within that faith- 
fb family, that in all their doings had ever God before their eyes, and that they are bound by theſe their 
names to ſerve God from their infancy, and have occaſion to praiſe him for his works wrought in them, 
and their fathers, but chiefly to reſtore the names to their integrity, whereby many places of the Scriptures 
and ſecret myſteries of the holy Ghoſt ſhall better be underſtood.

'An APPENDIX to the Second Table of 
Meaſures of Surface, deſcribed by Moles, 
ſhewing the Me bod of reducing them by Cal- 
eulation to the Meaſures nſed in England, for 


the benefit of thoſe that underſtand Decimal 


Arithmetick, and deſire to try the Reductions 
given in the Table, or to make further Improve- 
ments in this kind of Meaſures. 


Shall begin with Reduction of the Meaſures: of the 
Mercy-ſeat, which was Gods Throne of Grace a- 
mong the Jews. Moſes in Exod. 25. 17. affirms, That 
its Length was two Cubits and 5, its Breadth one Cu- 
bit and 2. The Fractions adhering to its Length and 
Breadth, make ſome difficulty to beginners in Arith- 
metick, which the Decimal way doth much abate. 
Suppoſing therefore, what I have elſewhere proved, 
that the Fewiſh Cubit was in Foot-meaſure 1824. 
The Length muſt be expreſt in Foot · meaſure; and De- 
cimals thereof, 4L 560. The Breadth in like meaſure 
will be 21736.

I propoſe it to be uſed by beginners in this Practice of 


So I find this Court to contain in Engliſh 
Meaſure 1 Rood, 21 Perches, 27 Feet, and little more 
than half a foot ſquar'd. But refleting upon Moſes's 
Meaſure by Cubits, and finding them to be preciſely 
Fooo ſquare Cubits, I obſerved that they were juſt half 
10000, Which I had obſerved from Herodotus's Euter- 
pe, to be the Area of the Egyptian Aroura, by which 
their Land was as generally meaſured as ours is by A- 
cres and Roods. See Herodot. I. 2. c. 168; | called alſo 
to mind a _— in Manetho an Egyptian Prieſt, cited 
by Foſephus in his firſt Book againſt Abion, where he 
affirms that Manetho in his Hiſfory of the Reign, Wars, 
and Expulſion of the Paſtors (whom Africanus affirms 
to be Phonicians or Canaanites, and . vainly 
believed to be Fews) wrote out of the Publick Records 
of Egypt, that theſe Paſtors made at Abaris a very large 
and ſtrong Encampment, that encompaſled 10000 dA 
rouræ, ſutficient to contain 240000 Men, and long to 
maintain their Cattle. Hence it appears, that not only 
the Egyptians, but the Phœnicians or Canaanites allo 
that had dwelt among them, and had reigned there 


during the time of ſix Kings ſucceſſively, uſed this 


Meaſure of Land, called Aroura. Now this was long 


before Moſes time; for the beginning of Amoſis or 


Tethmoſis, who expelled them out of Egypt, was very 
near the time of Abrahams Death, as appears by the 
Annals of the Learned Primate of Ireland. Wherefore 
I believe that Moſes, who was skilled in all Egyptian 


Learning, eſpecially Surveying, did of choice make 
the Court of the Tabernacle to be juſt half an Aroura, 


which was a known Meaſure to him and his People, 
who had long dwelt in Egypt, and Divine Authority 
directed him 1o to do. 

5. Becauſe we have ſhewn from Herodotus, that an 
Aroura is the ſquare of 100 Fewiſh or Egyptian Cubits, 
and 100 ſuch Cubits may in Engliſh Foot-meature be 
expreſt by 18204 Engliſh Feet, it follows that the 
{quare of this Number will expreſs exactly the Number 
of the Engliſh ſquare Feet that are contained in an A. 
roura. Now by Multiplication of 18204 into it ſelf, 
J find the Product to be 33269. 6: Therefore I con- 
clude that there are 33269 ſquare Feet intire, and {_76 
Decimals of a ſquare Foot in an Aroura. Now to re- 
duce theſe Engliſh iquare Feet into Roods, Perches, 
and the remainder of ſquare Feet, I uſe the Method 
uſed in the laſt Paragraph : Firſt, 1 divide them by 
109892, the ſquare Feet in a Rood, and the Quote 1 
find 3{_055074, that is, three Roods, and [_o55074 
Decimals of a Rood, Secondly, I multiply thoſe De- 
cimals by 40, which is the Number of Perches in a 
Rood, the Product is 2{_202960.

6. I ſhall conclude with an Example amounting after f . 7 
Reduction to a Number of Engliſh Acres, which mea- , 
ſure, we have not yet reach'd to. This I take from 
Numb. 35. 3.4, 5. Veries : There Moſes deſcribes what 
meaſure of Land the Levites were to be allowed for 
their Cattle, their Goods, and all their Beaſts, on the 
North, Eaſt, South and Weſt Sides of each of their 
Cities. So that the City was to be in the midſt of the 
Land belonging to it. This Land in our Tranſlation 
is called Suburbs, becauſe of its nearneſs to all their 
Cities. But we muſt not thence imagine, that it 
means Houſes and <treets, adjoyning to their Cities, 
in which ſenſe we ſometimes ule the word Suburbs. 
For Moſes plainly tells us they were places for their ſe- 
veral ſorts of Cattle to feed in, ſuch as might alſo be 
Orchards or Gardens for fruits, or perhaps for a little 
Corn, comprehended in the word their Goods. Theſe 
Fields he limits by 1000 Cubits, which was juſt a 
quarter of an Eaſtern Mile, but amounts in meer length 
to 608 Yards Engliſh meaſure, and therefore exceeds a 
quarter of an Engliſh Mile by 168 yards in length. But 
it is certain that Cattle cannot feed upon meer length, 
but this muſt ſignifie the ſide of ſome ſurface of Land 
bounded thereby, and we mult have two ſides of that 
Surface given before we can find the Area, or Surface 
contained. Therefore Moſes, Verſe 5. tells us, that on 
each lide of each City they muſt meaſurè 2000 Cu- 
bits, which will determine no Surface, unleſs we un- 
derſtand it to mean the two ſides ofa ſquare, bounded 
on every lide, by 1000 Cubits ; theſe two ſides mul-

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tains juſt a Million of ſquare Cubits, and that is a 
known and exact meaſure of juſt 100 Aroure, and this 
ſhews that the 2000 Cubits mentioned Verſe x. are the 
two ſides of that ſquare, whereof the 1000 mentioned 
Verſe 4. is one, and may be called the Root of the 
Square. This ſhews the agreement of the two diffe- 
rent Numbers. The Reduction of this Million of 
ſquare Cubits will be performed by the ſame method 
that I have uſed before. Therefore, Firſt, I expreſs 
1000 Fewiſh by 1824 Engliſh Feet, without any Se- 
paratrix, according to the Principles owned in Deci- 
mal Arithmetick, and the ſquare of that Number will 
be 3326976, without a Separatrix. Secondly, I di- 
vide this Number by 43560, which are the ſquare Feet 
of an Acre, and find the Quote to be 76{_376859,
